The text of President Hardlng's ad-

25 to 50 per cent of all persons dy- 
ing from tuberculosis under 1C yean 
of age contracted the disease from 
bovine source.

bovine tuberculosis is striking human 
tuberculosis at its source. The state 
may invest money in tubercular sani- 
tariums and prolong for a few years 
the life of a few people that have one
